As to independent claims 1 and 12, the prior art of record fails to show the 
combination recited in any of the claims. In particular, the prior art of record fails to 
show or collectively teach the interposing structure electrically couples a first micro- 
bump in a first position of the array of micro-bumps to a first landing pad located 
opposite the first position and to a second landing pad in the array of landing pads. 
Applicant's arguments provide reason for allowance.
